to day by Chairman Alfred P. 
Slo an, Jr. Slo an » indicated price 
increases were being co nsidered 
becau se o f rising co sts. 
In a letter to sto ckho lders, 
Slo an said the co rpo ratio n had 
been u nable to pro du ce eno u g h 
au to mo biles to meet co nsu mer 
demands du ring 
the first six 
mo nths o f 1937 larg ely becau se 
o f “wildcat strikes.” 
He said there had been “o nly 
ten wo rking day s” fro m Febru ­ 
ary 11, when the g eneral strike 
was settled, to Ju ly 1, witho u t 
“interru ptio ns o f so me fo rm o r

Belfast, No rthern Ireland, Ju ly 
28 {IP)—Terro rists shattered the 
peace o f Belfast and Ulster’s Free 
State bo rder with bo mbs, arso n 
and g u nfire to day in 
ho stile 
g reeting to King Geo rg e VI and 
Qu een Elizabeth. 
Po lice blamed the o u tbreak o n 
Irish Repu blicans. 
While the king and qu een, o n 
a Co ro natio n v isit, were driv ing 
to Belfast City Hall thro u g h a 
cro wded streets a g as main ex ­ 
plo sio n a half mile away bo o med 
thro u g h a wide área o f Belfast. It 
came as a climax to a nig ht o f 
terro r in which cu sto ms ho u ses 
were 
bu rned 
and a railro ad 
bridg e was dy namited. 
After the British so v ereig ns 
were receiv ed at the City Hall, 
attended a state lu ncheo n and 
a g arden party , and saw a parade 
o f y o u th o rg nizatio ns, inv esti­ 
g ato rs decided the g as ex plo sio n 
pro bably was accidental. 
Ho wev er, the ro y al Ulster Co n­ 
stabu lary at Belfast said they 
were inv estig ating the po ssibility 
that the blast mig ht hav e been 
cau sed by a land main. 
Other ex plo sio ns and diso rd­ 
ers, inclu ding the bu rning o f 
28 cu sto ms ho u ses between Car- 
ling fo rd and Bu ndo ran,'were a t­ 
tribu ted to a “big plo t,” ru mo rs 
o f which had reached the ears 
o f au tho rities last week.

cheered the king and qu een o n 
their driv e thro u g h the city .

In a single day ’s fighting between lo y al and 
insurgent fo rces o n the o utskirts o f M adrid, 
abo ut 7,000 men o f bo th arm ies Ijave been killed. 
This battle, it is ex pected, will determ ine w hether 
M adrid y ields to the rebels o r the siege is lifted. 
It is the mo st im po rtant battle o f the war, o ne 
which will add substantially to the estim ated 
to ll o f a millio n dead fo r the first y ear. 
Strange as it may seem, even this sanguinary 
co nflict ho lds gratify ing aspects. One o f them is 
to be fo und in the fact th at, altho ugh the Span­ 
ish war has been regarded as a present-day S ara­ 
jevo , a tinder-bo x which required o nly a spark 
to pro duce a co nflagratio n, an o pen invitatio n to 
calam ity , the slaughter and destructio n have 
been co nfined to the so il o f Spain. 
A y ear ago there were few who believed th a t 
this war co uld co ntinue w itho ut leading ulti­ 
m ately to a general Euro pean war. All o f the 
facto rs o f danger were present — the vio lent 
co nflict o f po litical ideo lo gies, the acquisitive in­ 
terest in Spanish natural reso urces, the im perial 
am bitio ns o f dictato rs. 
It is gratify ing th a t the wo rld has co me 
thro ugh such a y ear w itho ut a recurrence o f 
19 14. And there is particular satisfactio n in the 
kno wledge th a t Americans have rem ained calm 
thro ugho ut it all, reco gnizing Co mmunism and 
Fascism fo r w hat they are — twin evils which 
have no thing in co mmo n with the principles o f 
a free demo cracy .

“OVER THERE” 
After survey ing the plight o f labo r “o ver there,” 
as recently summarized by Co l. Frank Kno x o f 
The Chicago Daily News, o ne is bewildered by 
so me o f the actio ns o f o rganized labo r in this 
co untry . A ty pical skilled wo rker in Germany , 
a lino ty pe o perato r, earns $540 annually . Fro m 
this is deducted such item s as tax es and insur­ 
ance, co ntributio ns to the “labo r fro nt,” co n­ 
tributio ns to relief funds, etc., etc. The $540 ul­ 
tim ately shrinks to a net annual inco me o f 
$444.60. 
On the assum ptio n th a t the wo rker in questio n 
has a wife and three children, living ex penses 
were divided as fo llo ws: Rent, $57.71; light and 
heat, $20.70; fo o d, $244.06; clo thing, $56.83; m is­ 
cellaneo us, including transpo rtatio n, washing, 
furniture, educatio n 
and 
am usem ent, 
$61.26. 
This makes a to tal $440.56, leaving $4.04 fo r a 
rainy day ! 


Of co urse, simply because the wo rkers o f a n­ 
o ther natio n happen to be less fo rtunate th a n 
the wo rkers in the United States, is no valid 
reaso n per se fo r criticizing Am erican labo r. But 
the straitened circum stances o f labo r in th e il­ 
lustratio n just cited, sho uld indicate the advan­ 
tages enjo y ed by labo r in o ur o wn co untry . 
Freedo m, as we kno w it, dem ands as its price 
o f co ntinued ex istence, co nstant vigilance to see 
th a t the rights o f the individual are no t de­ 
stro y ed by regim entatio n and bureaucratic dic­ 
tatio n fro m any so urce, as they have been in 
m any fo reign co untries. 
------------o------------ 
THE FLOOD CONTROL MYTH 
It is beco ming increasingly evident th a t lum p­ 
ing po wer develo pm ent with flo o d co ntro l, as is 
do ne in go vernm ental hy dro -electric pro jects, 
is eco no mically and scientifically wro ng. 
Fro m the engineering standpo int, a dam th a t 
is suitable fo r steady po wer pro ductio n is nex t 
to useless fo r flo o d co ntro l. A po wer dam m ust 
be kept full o f w ater, in o rder to m aintain the 
flo w th a t pro duces energy . A flo o d co ntro l dam 
m ust be kept empty , in o rder th a t it m ay be in­ 
stantly ready to receive and ho ld ex cessive run­ 
o ff in tim e o f flo o d. 
The camo uflage o f flo o d co ntro l serves a po ­ 
litical purpo se. It enables o fficials to w rite o ff a 
large p a rt o f the co st o f po wer develo pm ent to 
“flo o d co ntro l,” and m ake the “po wer” invest­ 
m ent appear m uch less th an it really is. I t thus 
m akes it po ssible to sho w figures o n o perating 
and investm ent co st th a t are misleading. 
But th a t do esn’t help a co m m unity in tim e o f 
flo o d. No r do es it help the tax pay ers, who are 
putting up hundreds o f millio ns to pay fo r the 
dams. It do esn’t help the investo rs in the private 
utility industry , who see their savings endan­ 
gered. It do esn’t help private enterprise, which 
is beco ming increasingly chary o f investing its 
mo ney in pro ductive enterprise, fo r fear o f ex ­ 
cessive go vernm ental regulatio n and co m petitio n 
which will make pro fits impo ssible. 
It has been pro po sed th a t legislatio n be passed 
whereby flo o d co ntro l will be divo rced fro m po w­ 
er pro ductio n in the Federal pro jects. If such a 
bill became law, the peo ple .wo uld have a chance 
to find o ut the truth, the who le truth and no th ­ 
ing but the truth abo ut the real co st o f the go v­ 
ernm ent ventures. Under present co nditio ns, the 
facts can be buried deep beneath evasio n and 
camo uflage.

Fengtai and Langfang they had 
d estro y ed the railway brid ge at 
Yangtsu n, sev ering co mmu nica­ 
tio n between the Jap anese No rth 
China head q u arters a t Tientsin 
and the battle area. 
This claim was no t su bstanti­ 
ated by railway o fficials a t Tient­ 
sin, who d eclared the to wn was 
q u iet and the statio n u nd er a 
stro ng Jap anese gu ard . Villagers, 
ho wev er, were rep o rted stream ­ 
ing in fro rp the su rro u nd ing 
co u ntry sid e, ind icating fighting 
was in p ro gress nearby . 
The battle—actu ally nu mero u s 
iso lated engagements—was being 
fo u ght o v er a wid e area. The 
Jap anese were attem p ting to en­ 
circle the city and clashed with 
u nits o f Chinese at Tu ngcho w, 12 
miles to the east, Hsu iy an to the

Wanp inghsien, 
a 
western su bu rb. 
To the so u th and so u thwest 
the Chinese were said to 
be 
p ressing their Fengtai v icto ry 
and had o ccu p ied many v illages 
in the v icinity . Rep o rts fro m 
Tientsin ind icated the Chinese 
tro o p s had left Nany u an befo re 
this mo rning’s bo mb attack and 
after a fo rced march thro u gh the 
field s o f Kao ling su rp rised the 
weakly gu ard ed base at Fengtai. 
Jap anese ad m itted that o u t o f 
the 45 bo mbers which to o k o ff 
fro m Tientsin fo r the d awn raid , 
three were fo rced d o wn by a 
thu nd er and hail sto rm. One o f 
the p lanes crashed and its crew 
o f fo u r were killed when its lo ad 
o f bo mbs ex p lo d ed . 
The Jap anese d eclared their air 
raid had riv en the Chinese o u t 
o f Nany u an and taken heav y to ll 
o f them as they fled to ward Pei­ 
p ing. The main bo d y o f the Jap ­ 
anese army was rep o rted ex ecu t­ 
ing a wid e flanking mo v ement to 
cu t the Chinese o ff fro m their 
reserv es in the city .
